Council Retains 80* Tax Rate, 
But Only Thru Tax Base Rise

A last-minute report from the city treasurer verifying an in¬ 
crease in the city's assessable tax base by $2.4 million over the 
original estimate made it possible for city council on Monday, 
June 8, to adopt a municipal 1970-71 budget that retained the same 
property tax rate as last year — $0.80 per $100 assessed valuation. 
The increase in the tax base to $47.. 5 million resulted primarily 
from the county assessor’s office identifying additional properties 

within the city’s boundaries, - 

The estimates for other revenues 
items were unchanged, - except for 
a $10,000 increase in the city’s 
share of the Maryland Income 
tax and an $800 increase in the 
city's share of the State gasoline 
and motor vehicles tax. 

The adopted budget, however, 
does call for an increase in waste 
collection charges, effective July 1, 
1970. For owner-occupied homes, 
the basic charge will increase 75 
cents a month to $3.25. The rates 
for others will be increased pro¬ 
portionately. Council expressed 
concern as to whether these in¬ 
creases would be sufficient to avoid 
a deficit in waste collection opera¬ 
tions and asked Giese to present 
periodic fiscal reports during the 
year. Non-users of the waste col¬ 
lection service had pointed to the 
inequity of using general funds to 
subsidize the operation. 

Budget up 8.7% 

The adopted budget calls for ex¬ 
penditures during the year ending 
June 30, 1971, of $1,071,350, an in¬ 
crease of 8.7 percent over the 1970 
fiscal year appropriation of $985,300. 

Helping to balance the budget 
was $70,000 appropriated from sur¬ 
plus funds from previous years* 
operations. Adding to this the 
$621,700 anticipated from sources 
other than real property taxes left 
$379,650 to be raised through the 
real property tax. Applying this 
amount to the assessable tax 
base of $47.5 million yields a tax 
rate of $0.80 per $100 of assessed 
valuation. 

Major Cuts 

Almost every major capital ex¬ 
penditure item was affected by the 
reductions made by council. In ad¬ 
dition, council deleted the addition¬ 
al police officer proposed by Giese 
and one of the three additional 
workers proposed for the public 
works crew. 

A major deletion was $14,500 for 
the improvement of access roads 
to the proposed parcel 2 high 
school site. Council indicated that 
money from a $12,000 contingency 
fund would be available to make 
a study of alternative sites, if 
needed. 

Another major cut — of $15,400 
— took place in the police depart¬ 
ment A major decision here was 
to postpone the establishment of a 
traffic safety division, which would 
have been funded in part by Fed¬ 
eral funds under the Highway Safe¬ 
ty Act. Equipment such as a 
breathalyzer and photocopy ma¬ 
chine were deleted. The council 
also rejected a proposal for annual 
replacement of squad cars. 

Other outs in the budget included: 

(1) Deletion of $3,500 for construc¬ 
tion of second driveway entrance 
to fire station building. 

(2) Reduction of $4,500 in funds 
for completion of reconstruction 
of Laurel Hill Road north of Ridge. 
Council noted that there will be 
additional funds available from the 
1970 budget and Green belt Homes, 
Inc., will be asked to finance that 
portion of the project dealing with 
off-the-street right of way. 

(3) Deletion of $2,500 for four 
street lights on Centerway. 

(4) Reduction of contributions to 

recreation groups from $7,825 to 
$5,000. The Greenbelt Band’s re¬ 
quest was reduced to $750 and the 
Boys Club to $1,500, with the pro¬ 
viso that additional funds will be 
considered for new programs, if 
needed. ^ 

(5) Deletion of $800 for alteration 
of city offices and $1,200 for car¬ 
pet tile for Municipal Building. 
The council allowed, however, $300 
for installing carpet tile on a trial 
basis in the city manager’s office. 

(6) Deletion of $1,500 for develop¬ 
ment of a nature trail and garden 
on parcel 15 along the shore of the 
lake. At the same time, matching 
Federal funds were deleted from 
the revenue side of the budget.

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PLANNING BOARD MOVES TO DENY 
R-30 ZONING FOR PARCELS 1, 2

By a 4 to 1 margin, the Prince Georges County Planning Board 
on Wednesday, June 3, moved to recommend denial of R-30 apart¬ 
ment zoning (14 units per acre) for parcels 1 and 2 — the land 
between the Baltimore-Washington Parkway and Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. property. Instead, the Planning Board recommended 
R-80 zoning (single-family homes) and R-T (townhouses — 10 
units per acre) for the 125 acres remaining in parcels 1 and 2 
(after deductions for schools, rights-of-way, and parks). The 
land is presently zoned R-R (rural residential). The county Com¬ 
missioners will have the final say. _ 


This decision was in accord with 
the recommendations of the Tech¬ 
nical Staff of the Maryland Nation¬ 
al Capital Park and Planning 
Commission and the Greenbelt city 
council. 

Four Petitions 

Actually the Board had before 
it four separate zoning applica¬ 
tions submitted by the owners, 
Charles Bresler and Theodore 
Lerner. The Board's recommend¬ 
ations, broken down by acreage, 
were as follows:

The first three applications deal 
with property located north of 
Northway extended. The fourth 
application deals with property 
south of Northway road, extending 
from Hamilton Place to the Luth¬ 
eran Church site. 

Application A-5344, which in¬ 
volves the most acreage (109.7 
acres), would be divided, accord¬ 
ing to the Board’s recommenda¬ 
tions, so that R-T zoning would 
prevail west of the proposed per¬ 
imeter road and R-80 east of the 
perimeter road. Fifteen acres would 
be reserved for parkland and 4.8 
acres for an 80-foot right of way 
for the perimeter road. 

No Presentation 

Attorney William Kahler, who 
represented the owners, told the 
Board the applicants had agreed 
not to make a presentation. Ap¬ 
plications, he said, had been pen¬ 
ding since 1963, during which time 
there have been several sugges¬ 
tions for the use of this property. 
Originally, R-18 (21 units pr acre) 
was asked for and then changed 
to R-30 to conform with the 1965 
recommendations of MNCPPC. 

This has dragged on and on for 
years,” said Kahler. There have 
been many plans and now MNC¬ 
PPC is recommending R-80 and 
R-T, he explained. 

The negative vote on the Board 
was cast by Theodore Miazga, who 
wanted the property zoned condi¬ 
tionally under the cluster ordin¬ 
ance. The rest of the Board felt 
that the developer should seek this 
option. Kahler also agreed that the 
decision to request cluster zoning 
should be up to the developer, al¬ 
though he didn’t see how the land 
could be developed any other way 
(most of the property he, said, ex¬ 
ceeds 12 percent grade). 

Miazga saw the cluster device 
as a means for the developer to 
get his density while preserving 
trees, open space, and parkland 
without the community’s having 
to acquire the land. MNCPPC 
chairman William Dutton thought 
it undesirable at this stage to fix 
a design solution until the sub¬ 
division plats were submitted and 
the cluster conditions were reject¬ 
ed. 

City Position 

In supporting the Technical Staff 
recommendations. City Manager 
James K. Giese made known the 
city's desire to acquire about 30

Mayor Is Candidate for . 
County Commissioner 

On Sunday, June 7, at the Coun¬ 
cil Room of the Greenbelt Munici¬ 
pal Building, Mayor Francis W. 
White announced his candidacy 
for the Democratic nomination as 
one of the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners. The Mayor, in 
announcing his candidacy, re¬ 
minded all his friends and support¬ 
ers present that he was '’respond¬ 
ing to their urging in seeking a 
county or state position.” 

During his speech, the Mayor 
mentioned a number of problems 
affecting this area, among them 
the school site, dangerous earth 
banks, and erosion from stripped 
lands. The Mayor indicated that 
these would be high on his pri¬ 
ority list for attention. 

Other problems which he viewed 
with concern were the high cost 
of county government and the 
need for a fairer share of state al¬ 
locations for education and a fair¬ 
er distribution of motor vehicle 
taxes. 

Toward the end of his speech the 
Mayor said he "favored broad fis¬ 
cal reforms, among which were 
the phasing out of the property 
tax to ensure a more equitable dis¬ 
tribution of the tax burden.” When 
queried on this statement, the 
Mayor said that the property tax 
is unfair and is considered as one 
of the most archaic tax structures 
we have. He said that he favored 
a "tax based on income rather 
than on property.”

City Contracts to Buy 
3 Acres of Parcel 15 

The city concluded an agree¬ 
ment on June 8 with the trustees 
for a portion of parcel 15, (Reiner, 
Lerner, and Ammerman), to pur¬ 
chase 2.93 acres of the property 
bordering the southwest shore of 
the lake for $52,500. According to 
city manager James K. Giese, this 
was the maximum figure that 
council would authorize short of 
seeking condemnation proceedings 
through the courts. The Federal 
Government had earlier approved 
the city’s application of open space 
funds for purchase of the property, 
which will insure the city of park¬ 
land surrounding virtually ail of 
the lake, except for some private 
residences on Lakeside and in the 
Lakecrest subdivision cul-de-sacs. 

The land acquired extends north 
from Lakecrest Drive, between 
the lake and the highrise apart¬ 
ment building. It includes the pre¬ 
sent pathway, which has previ¬ 
ously been on private property, 
and extends to a paint at the water 
main right-of-way below the dam. 

The only development of the 
newly acquired land projected in 
the new budget is for improvement 
of the path. 

The city council is expected to 
authorize the purchase at its next 
regular meeting on June 15.

(7) Reduction of $1000 in land¬ 
scaping supplies and deletion of 
$500 for a Lake Park entrance 
sign. 

(8) Substitution of 1 part-time aide 
for full-time assistant to the city 
manager’s office, at a savings of 
$3.0000. The other full-time new 
assistant approved. 

(9) Deletion of $1,250 for data 
system survey of city’s records. 

Salary Increase 

One item was increased. In addi¬ 
tion to accepting the manager’s 
proposal for a 6-percent across 
the board salary increase for city 
employees costing $40,000, the coun- 
cill also authorized $4,000 for pay¬ 
ment of overtime at time and a 
half instead of straight time and 
an increase in the city’s share of 
hospital insurance costs from 25% 
to 33 if, % . The city managers 
salary was also increased by $1,500. 

I tc ms Unchanged 

Capital items that were left un¬ 
scathed by the cuts included instal¬ 
lation of storm doors in the Muni¬ 
cipal Building, a new stairway for 
the swimming pool high dive, and 
reconstruction of an entrance sign 
with map for Southway Road. 

The adopted budget includes 
$9,900, as requested, for the oper¬ 
ation and maintenance of the new¬ 
ly-acquired Lutheran Church pro¬ 
perty on Ridge Rd. as a community 
center. The budget makes provis¬ 
ion for the first full years pay¬ 
ment of principal and interest on 
the $950,000 bond issue authorized 
by referendum in November 1968. 

Also approved without change 
was a $3,100 item for storm sewers 
and ditch maintenance, but council 
indicated that contingency funds 
would he available to clean up any 
problems caused the GHI homes by 
flooding of boilers. 

In approving a $10,500 item for 
shopping center maintenance, coun¬ 
cil made clear its desire to have 
the cooperation of the property 
owners in cleaning their property. 

Members of the audience raised 
a question about lighted tennis 
courts at Braden Field. The bud¬ 
get contains no funds for this 
purpose. Mayor Francis White ex¬ 
plained that the city is still col¬ 
lecting data on the subject and 
that, besides, the financing of any 
such project would come from the 
bond issue money.

acres of flood plains in the north¬ 
east corner. The city also recom¬ 
mended that the perimeter road 
be curved eastward so as to put 
the route further away from the 
GHI property line. Thus curva¬ 
ture would make available a 

somewhat larger area for the R-T 
zone and a somewhat smaller area 
for R-80 zone. 

In response to this, Roy Cowell, 
MNCPPC Chief of Development 
Division, stated his belief that the 
road could possibly curve some 

200 feet to the east but noted that 
there was a nob further north 
which would prevent too much 
curving. 

GHI Manager, Roy Breashears 
also made a presentation sup¬ 

porting the Technical Staff’s rec- 
ommenda t ions. 

One of the major reasons given 
by the Technical Staff for recom¬ 
mending denial was that the re¬ 
quests were in conflict with the 
proposals of the College Park- 
Greenbelt Master Plan, which was 
adopted on March 12, 1969, by 

MNCPPC. GSher reasons given 
were that the R-30 zone would 
create an imbalance of multi¬ 
family dwellings, producing a den¬ 
sity detrimental to the public in¬ 
terest and incompatible with the 
surrounding development and pro¬ 
posed public facilities. 

One Planning Board member ex¬ 
pressed concern about the desir¬ 
ability of R-80 zoning along the 
Parkway. A MNCPPC represen¬ 
tative stated that the Parkway 
would be a buffer within itself, not¬ 
ing also that there would be no 
access from the Parkway.
